WIFE FIGHT OFF KIDNAPPER 
WHO, CORNERED, ENDS LIFE

After F ight In 
Lakeland Home 


Cornered in Tourist 
Camp, He Turns Gun 


On Himself. 


Former Governor E. D. Riv- 
ers and Mrs. Rivers were at- 
tacked ,and beaten last night 
‘in a hand-to-hand battle with 
‘an armed man who forced 
‘himself into the Rivers’ home 
‘at Lakeland, Ga., apparently 
intending to kidnap the for- 
i'mer governor. The man fled 
‘to a Valdosta tourist camp, 
where he later shot and killed 
himself when cornered by po- 
lice, Sheriff J. S. Studstill, of 


Lanier county, said. 

The ‘suicide was tentatively 
identified. as Horace W. Bikle, 
about 35. This identification, the 
sheriff said, was based on a note 
found in his pocket which read: 
“Notify my wife, Mrs. Horace W. 
| Bikle, 3 West 92d street, New 
' York city.” 

The suicide came as a dramatic 
climax to one of the most excit- 
|Ing and bizarre incidents ever to 
happen in this state. 

Not Seriously Hurt. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rivers were not 
‘seriously wounded, but were 
treated by a physician. 

Sheriff Studsill and other police 
authorities expressed a theory the 
man might have attempted to kid- 
nap the former Governor, as three 
pieces of cord, knotted, were found 
in the Rivers home after the scuf- 
fle in which Mr. and Mrs. Rivers 
were beaten. Bikle was unknown 
to the Riverses.

On Body of Rivers’ Attacker 


The following strangely worded note was found in the 
pocket of the man tentatively identified as Horace W. 
Biklé, who shot and killed himself in a Valdosta tourist 
camp following an attack on former Governor Rivers and 
Mrs. Rivers: 

“I had no design against the life of the former governor 
of the state, who, dishonestly, surpassed anything I have 
ever heard of, but I would have more to pay for his vile 
betrayal of the people’s trust in my own way. Since I have 
failed; the least I can do is to save the people further ex- 
pense. May God and all those I love and that love me 
forgive me.. My motive is not robbery, but the futile at- 
tempt of a person crazed by the universal dishonesty and 
corruption of those whom the people have trusted as their 
leader, and who ih turn have robbed them of their justice 
as well as their collective wealth. Perhaps if other Amer- 
icans who have shrugged off rotten politicians as none of 
their concern and thereby made the continuance possible

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Problems of Peace 

The United States can win the war. This 
we know. No matter what the outcome on the 
Russian front, production in this nation is 
approaching levels which guarantee victory as 
long as the bastion holds in Great Britain. We 
do not yet know the cost, in money or in lives. 
But victory is within grasp. 

This requires the development of a pattern 
‘for the peace. What forces will be started in 
motion the day following this second World 
War's armistice? Will the foot be taken from 
the throttle of the national economic machine, 
leaving it to drift to a coast, if not a stop? 
Or will a new foot be placed upon that throttle 
and the machine turned to utilize its great 
productive capacity to build anew for America? 
Will men seek the breadlines or the production 
lines? Will the freedom for which we fight 
today degenerate into freedom to sell apples 
on the bitter streets? 

There will be a tremendous reaction set in 
motion by the signing of any armistice. That 
is why the pattern of the peace, as it affects 
this country, should be designed today. The 
peace should be planned even more thoroughly 
than the war is being planned today. For the 
alternative may well be worse than the war. 

Certain things we may foresee. There will 
be a conservative demand for an immeédiate 
and sharp reduction in federal expenditures. 
There will be demands from labor for protection 
of the right to work. There will be the mingled 
apprehensions of the middle class. Women will 
begin to drift away from the factories, either 
to re-establish a home or to create a new one. 
Millions of men will be released from the Army 
and almost the sole reason for the industrial 
production of this country will have been dis- 
banded. Government contracts will cease. 

Each of these things is formless, negative. 
After this war, men, knowing that violent 
dislocations are unnecessary, will have little 
patience with a government which permits 
them. 

That is why it is of supreme importance 
that a pattern for tomorrow be planned today 
and the course charted in so far as it is 
humanly possible. It must be conceded by all 
that federal expenditures cannot be abruptly 
shut off when the world is done with war. 
Unthinking economy demands, if met, will only 
serve to forge a new violence, for men will not 
starve in a land of plenty. Until private pro- 
duction can absorb the load, these expenditures 
must continue. From past experience we know 
they will be spent in one of two ways: wisely 
or foolishly, according to well-considered plan 
or in boondoggling. 

Every governmental] sub-division and agency 
today should have men assigned to the greater 
peace-time tasks ahead. Every county, city, 
village, state and region should yitalize their 
conception of post-war problems. The federal 
government should increase its planning to 
meet the shock of peace, and through the 
Public Works Reserve all governments, federal, 
state and local, should contribute to the provi- 
sion of plans which can be set in motion with 
the signing of an armistice. Thousands of 
public works projects should be prepared for 
the actual placing of orders. The nation should 
know how each of these plens would dovetail 
into a general program, how much steel would 
be necessary, how much stone, how many 
workers, how long it will take for completion 
and how it will fit into a general plan for the 
return of men to private industry as soon as 
possible. 

Private industry, for its part, should plan 
just as thoroughly the ¢hange-over from war 
production to peaee production. Industries 
which have delayed new construction should 
have the plans prepared and registered with

More Money 

That there is more money in Atlanta and 
the Atlanta area is definitely shown by the 
remarkable increase in department store sales 
during August as reported by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank. 

That there will soon be more money still to 
go into the channels of trade is assured by the 
computation that 26 Atlanta and Georgia firms 
alone will send dividends to their stockholders 
this month totaling more than $5,000,000. 

Sales in Atlanta department stores showed 
an increase of between 30 and 40 per cent over 
August, 1940, while total sales by 150 wholesale 
firms in the sixth district were up 40 per cent 
over one year ago and 10 per cent higher than 
in July. 

The rapid expansion of the national de- 
fense program, the pushing of industry en- 
gaged in making implements of war for Britain, 
for China and for Russia, has put more money 
into circulation through the pay envelopes of 
the workers. These added dollars contribute 
many times their face value to the commerce 
of the nation. } 

They pay debts, go to the cash drawers of 

the retailers, thence to the wholesalers and the 
manufacturers and, thense, once again, into the 
workers’ pay envelopes. 
As the defense and war-aid programs ac- 
celebrate still further—it is estimated they 
will have to become three times as great as they 
are today—there will be still further enhance- 
ment of public buying power. 

Atlanta and the southeast is getting a share 
of that increase. It is to be hoped, as the 
program expands, this section will get still 
more.

Georgia’s woodlands are producing only one- 
third of the revenue they are capable of producing, 
according to D. J. Weddell, dean of the school of 
forestry at the University of Georgia. 

On an area basis, Georgia has the second larg- 
est woodlands in the United States, having over 
57 per cent of the state—approximately 21,000,000 
acres—in forests. Many of these acres are in very 
poor condition and are not producing near as 
much timber as they should. One main reason for 
this low production is the prevalence of fire, 
which not only reduces the growth of each tree, 
but also reduces to a very large extent the number 
of trees.

MORE HONEST COURSE WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Although 


it is thought more likely that the 
administration will seek revision rather than outright repeal of;the 
neutrality act, many congressional leaders are coming around to’the 
feeling that the latter course offers the most straightforward and 
honest method for dealing with the outworn statute. 

The act has not made the nation neutral, as its sponsors pro- 
fessed to believe at the time of its passage. It has contributed no 
more to the cause of peace than prohibition did to alcoholic ab- 
slinence, 

Moreover, it has hampered the execution of the foreign policy 
which the administration and an overwhelming majority of the 
people have deemed vital to the country’s national defense. 

Outright repeal of the act, it is now being urged in responsible 
congressional circles, would put the world on notice that the Amer- 
ican people are done with its impractical idealistic concepts and 
henceforth do not intend to be hamstrung in the efforts this govern- 
ment is making for effective aid to Great Britain and the nations 
resisting war aggression. 


/ PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECT Next to a declaration of war,

United States to carry through with the program of aiding the 
Allies.. It would have the twofold purpose of warning the “ap-

European war broke out, the neutrality 
act is now no more than a shell of its original form. The embargo 
provision against the sale of arms to belligerent nations was lifted 
in the first revisions; passage of the lease-lend act circumvented 
other restrictions against the sale of supplies to Britain except on 
a cash-and-carry basis. 

Two of the provisions which opponents of outright repeal insist 
should be kept in the law relate to the travel of American citizens 
in war zones and the unrestricted movement of American vessels

“THINGS TO SAY” Human nature is a great rock in a land 


sometimes weary. It is only now and 
then we encounter perverse human nature. 

I think perhaps the Community Fund organization has listed 
most of the perverse qualities of mankind in an amazing little 
booklet. I say amazing because when would you expect the Fund 
itself to issue a booklet titled?— 

“EIGHT THINGS TO SAY TO GET OUT OF GIVING TO 
THE COMMUNITY FUND!” 

The “eight things to say” are given and then, just to be sure 
all the, more perverse characteristics of human nature are included, 
there are eight minor reasons included in a miscellaneous section. 

The Fund solicitor, of course, is giving his time and his effort, 
The Fund is expertly managed. Nothing is wasted. Experts pre- 
vent an overlapping of services. It is perhaps the most efficiently 
managed business in the city. Yet, its volunteer workers meet 
perverse human nature as follows, listed by the Fund office: 

1—“I’m not,in.” This perverse creature simply has the solicitor 
told that he isn’t in. He figures someone Will keep the Fund going 
and thus save him from solicitors for 34 agencies which the Fund 
maintains. 

2—“I have too many responsibilities.” If everyone with re- 
sponsibilities used that as an excuse for not giving, no one would 
give. Everyone has responsibilities, many of them charitable. 

3—“The Fund spends too much money.” The plain facts are it 
doesn’t. It raises money at a fourth the usual cost of raising money. 
It has saved, by economy and efficiency,’ an estimated $1,000,000 
in its 18 years of work. It’s America’s method of financing a 
community’s needs. 

4—“T have people in here every week asking for money.” The 
Fund asks one gift for 34 agencies. It makes unnecessary annual 
solicitations by 34 agencies. 

o—“I can’t afford it.” Fund workers know that is true in about 
one case in each 100. A sociable 10 cents a day amounts to $36 
per year. Think twice before you turn down the Fund. 

6—‘‘Besides, I don’t like the Fund’s buying lunches for workers.” 
The facts are, it doesn’t. They pay for their own. Records show 
their gifts average larger than those of nonworkers. 


7—“I know a charity case that wasn’t treated right.” To that 
the Fund answers, “So do we.” Do you do a 100 per cent job 
every day with no mistakes? Social workers, if they made one 
mistake in each 100 cases, still would be doing a great job. They 
don’t make that many. 


8—‘“I prefer to give my charity direct.” Workers smile at that. 
They know that those who do give direct are always the largest 
givers to the Fund. . The men who give have learned that the Fund 
can do a big job for many agencies which direct gifts could not do, 
So please do not pull that one.

(Whether you like that agency or not there is a need 
for it. Maybe there are those who don’t like your favorite agency.) 
“There’s too much duplication in the agenciés.” (National experts 
haven't been able to find it. The Fund prevents duplication.) 

There are one or two others. The answers are irrefutable. 

There isn’t a single logical reason for not giving to the Commue 
nity Fund. 


FUND IS NECESSARY Human nature also causes us to 
take an odd attitude now and then. 

When the solicitor comes in, tired from plodding from office to 
office, we now and then act as if we were doing him or the Fund 
a favor by giving. 

The facts are, of course, we are doing him no favor. Nor are 
we doing the Fund a favor.

There are people who love all mankind in the mass, but have 
little patience with imperfect individual men; and there are people 
who never weep for mankind as a whole, yet do their best to help 
any unfortunate they find in trouble.

to help them. But his benevolence is like that of the lord of the 
manor. He plays Santa Claus. And neither he nor the bene- 
ficiaries of his largesse ever forget for a moment that he is a fine 
gentleman tossing coins to the rabble. c 

He can endow an impersonal institution to help the poor un- 
washed illiterate, but if one of that type should venture the famil- 
iarity of placing a hand on his shoulder, he would recoil as though 
poisoned and his casual kindliness would give way to haughty 
resentment.

There is something convulsive 
in these efforts. As we here con- 
ceive them, I might say that they 
are the convulsions of a dragon 
who is still able to deal blows, but 
whose malignant body is shedding 
streams of blood through numer- 
ous gaping wounds. 

I have before me a pile,of pho- 
tographs just received from the 
front. Here is a field surrounded 
on all sides by a dense Russian 
forest. Today, it is a graveyard 
of war machines and the men who 
operate them. These tanks be- 
longed to Colonel General Heinz 
Guderian’s second tank group. 
There are enough smashed ma- 
chines and dead men here to have 
formed an entire tank division. 
This is one of Hitler’s many dead 
civisions. 

But there are other ‘pictures. 
They show live soldiers. ‘There is 
an invisible connection between 
the ones who are alive and the 
dead ones in the tanks. The live 
ones are Ignatz Sabo and Kurt 
‘Enzerot, riflemen of the third SS 
regiment of famous “Totenkopf” 
(Death's Head) division. 

They are called “Hitler's 
Guards.” They were taken pris- 
oner. They are callow youths— 


neither of them is over 17! Sabo 


was transferred from Yugoslavia.

Autumn Color YORK, Oct. 1—There was an 

early advance on the huge stadium for the opening game 

of this October classic between the Bronx Bombers and the 
brash “Bums” from Brooklyn. 

By 11:35 the entire upper tier was filled and the gates 


closed. Spread across the outfield was one of those literal: 


illustrations of folks packed as tight as sardines. It seemed 
inconceivable that any more could find standing room, but 
they kept piling in the bleachers. To the left of center 
field a band played. 

A bright sun had dissipated most of the clouds by 12:30 
and a warm afternoon was in prospect. 

Rest had not dimmed the batting eyes of the 
Yankees. Throaty cheers went up when Charley 
Keller rapped a couple of long practice drives into 
the right field stands. The one and only DiMaggio 
found the range in left field. 

There was a swelling roar of enthusiasm which filled 
the big cavern when the Yanks left the field and the Dan- 
dies from Dodgerville took batting practice. Yankee fans 
may outnumber Flatbush fans but they’ll never match 
them in enthusiasm. 

Hot Potato Hamlin, who has left his bosses a bit cold 
with his pitching, held forth on the mound in batting 
practice. Many a Dodger fan would prefer Hamlin to have 
the same role each day of the series. 

Flatbush cheers split the air wide open when the 
National League’s home run king, Dolph Camilli, 
blasted consecutive drives into the right field stands.

NEW YORK, Oct. 


1.—(AP)—Adding to the general confusion 


about the way the Dodgers killed their own biggest threat in today's 
World Series’ game, it was learned tonight that Pinch-Hitter Jim 
Wasdell was given the bunt signal with two on and none out in 
the seventh inning—and then missed the sign. 

Instead, he took a full cut at the ball and sent up a pop foul 
which promptly resulted in a double play as Red Rolfe took the 
fly and tossed to third base to catch Pee Wee Reese. Earlier, Dodger 
Manager Leo Durocher revealed Reese had tried to come down 
from second to third base on the play without getting the sign 


from Coach Dressen to do so. 


When Durocher brought Wasdell up to pinch-hit, he told him: 
“ “Jim Ruffing (Red Ruffing, Yankee pitcher) is trying to steam 
that first pitch pas‘ us, so take a cut at it. If you miss the first one, 


get the sign on what to do.” 


Wasdell swung at the first offering and missed it by inches. 


“Then,” he explained to Durocher afterward,

the box and looked to Dressen (Coach Chuck Dressen, at third) for

I must have missed it.”
